1.  The  tract  of  land  in  the  Lillooet  Land  District 
and  the  Kamloops  Land  Registration  District 
bounded  as  follows:  Commencing  at  the  north¬ 
easterly  corner  of  School  District  No.  29;  thence 
due  west  following  the  said  school  district  boundary 
to  the  easterly  boundary  of  the  watershed  of  the 
Yalakom  River;  thence  southerly  along  the  said 
boundary  and  the  centre  line  of  Ore  Creek  to  its 
intersection  with  the  centre  line  of  Yalakom  River; 
thence  north-westerly  to  and  along  said  centre  line 
to  its  intersection  with  the  centre  line  of  Shulaps 
Creek;  thence  south-westerly  along  said  centre  line 
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of  Shulaps  Creek,  and  the  westerly  production 
thereof  to  a  point  due  north  of  the  most  northerly 
fork  of  Jones  Creek;  thence  southerly  to  and  along 
the  most  northerly  fork  of  Jones  Creek  and  along 
Jones  Creek  to  the  south-east  corner  of  District 
Lot  3215;  thence  in  a  south-easterly  direction  to 
the  north-west  corner  of  District  Lot  3478;  thence 
southerly  along  the  westerly  boundary  of  said  Dis¬ 
trict  Lot  3478  to  the  south-west  corner  thereof; 
thence  due  east  to  the  north-east  corner  of  District 
Lot  1139;  thence  southerly  along  the  easterly 
boundary  of  said  District  Lot  1139  to  the  south¬ 
east  corner  thereof;  thence  south-westerly  across 
Bridge  River  and  following  the  watershed  of  Keary, 
Whitecap,  Connel,  and  McGillivray  Creeks  to  a 
point  due  west  of  the  north-west  corner  of  District 
Lot  4803;  thence  due  east  to  the  intersection  with 
a  line  being  the  northerly  production  of  the  west 
boundary  of  District  Lot  757;  thence  southerly  to 
the  north-west  corner  of  said  District  Lot  757; 
thence  southerly  along  the  westerly  boundary  of 
said  District  Lot  757  to  the  south-west  corner 
thereof;  thence  southerly  to  the  summit  of  the  Cas¬ 
cade  Mountains  and  the  south-westerly  boundary 
of  School  District  No.  29;  thence  south-easterly, 
north-easterly,  and  northerly  following  the  bound¬ 
ary  of  said  School  District  No.  29  to  point  of 
commencement,  and  all  subdivisions  of  the  said 
tract  and  all  owners  of  land  therein  are  incorpo¬ 
rated  into  an  improvement  district  under  the 
“  Water  Act  ”  and  subject  to  the  provisions  thereof 
and  to  the  conditions  hereinafter  contained. 

2.  The  said  improvement  district  shall  be  known 
as  the  “  Lillooet  Hospital  Improvement  District 
No.  11.” 

3.  The  objects  of  the  said  improvement  district 
shall  be  the  provision  of  financial  aid  towards  the 
planning,  constructing,  reconstructing,  purchasing, 
equipping,  or  operating  of  a  hospital,  or  the  acquir¬ 
ing  of  land  or  buildings  for  such  hospital  purposes 
and  all  matters  incidental  thereto: 

4.  The  said  improvement  district  shall  be  divided 
into  four  zones,  which  shall  be  comprised  as 
follows: — 

Zone  I. — Commencing  at  the  north-easterly  cor¬ 
ner  of  School  District  No.  29;  thence  due  west 
along  the  northerly  boundary  of  said  school  district 
to  its  intersection  with  the  centre  line  of  the  Fraser 
River;  thence  southerly  following  said  centre  line 
of  the  Fraser  River  to  its  intersection  with  the 
boundary  between  School  Districts  Nos.  29  and  30; 
thence  northerly,  easterly,  and  northerly  following 
said  boundary  to  point  of  commencement. 

Zone  2. — Commencing  at  a  point  on  the  southern 
boundary  dividing  School  Districts  Nos.  29  and  30, 
being  the  north-east  corner  of  Section  9,  Township 
18,  Range  28,  west  of  the  6th  meridian;  thence 
northerly  and  easterly  following  the  said  boundary 
to  its  intersection  with  the  centre  line  of  the  Fraser 
River;  thence  northerly  and  westerly  following  the 
said  centre  line  of  the  Fraser  River  to  its  intersec¬ 
tion  with  the  centre  line  of  Seton  Creek,  being 
south  of  Lillooet;  thence  westerly  following  the 
centre  line  of  Seton  Creek  and  Seton  Lake  to  its 
intersection  with  the  122°  meridian  of  longitude; 
thence  due  south  following  the  said  meridian  to  its 
intersection  with  the  boundary  dividing  School 
Districts  Nos.  29  and  30;  thence  north-easterly 
following  the  said  boundary  to  the  point  of  com¬ 
mencement. 

Zone  3. — Commencing  at  a  point  on  the  north¬ 
erly  boundary  of  School  District  No.  29  where  it 
intersects  the  centre  line  of  the  Fraser  River;  thence 
due  west  following  the  northerly  boundary  of 
School  District  No.  29  to  the  southerly  boundary 
of  the  watershed  of  the  Yalakom  River;  thence 
southerly  along  the  said  boundary  and  the  centre 
line  of  Ore  Creek  to  its  intersection  with  the  centre 
line  of  Yalakom  River;  thence  north-westerly  to 
and  along  said  centre  line  to  its  intersection  with 
the  centre  line  of  Shulaps  Creek;  thence  westerly 
along  the  said  centre  line  of  Shulaps  Creek  and  the 
westerly  production  thereof  to  a  point  due  north  of 
the  most  northerly  fork  of  Jones  Creek;  thence 
southerly  along  the  said  northerly  fork  of  Jones 
Creek  and  along  Jones  Creek  to  the  south-east 
corner  of  District  Lot  3215;  thence  due  east  to  the 


south-west  corner  of  District  Lot  3210;  thence 
south-easterly  to  the  north-east  corner  of  District 
Lot  2423;  thence  southerly  along  the  easterly 
boundary  of  said  District  Lot  2423  and  the  pro¬ 
duction  thereof  to  the  centre  line  of  Seton  Lake; 
thence  following  the  centre  line  of  Seton  Lake  and 
Seton  Creek  in  an  easterly  direction  to  its  inter¬ 
section  with  the  centre  line  of  the  Fraser  River; 
thence  in  a  northerly,  easterly,  and  northerly 
direction  following  the  centre  line  of  the  Fraser 
River  to  the  northerly  boundary  of  School  District 
No.  29  and  point  of  commencement.

following  the  said  centre  line  of  Seton  Lake  to  its 
intersection  with  the  122°  meridian  of  longitude; 
thence  southerly  following  the  said  meridian  to  its 
intersection  with  the  boundary  dividing  School  Dis¬

He  shall  call  a  general  meeting  in  each  zone  of  the 
persons  who  are  qualified  as  aforesaid  to  vote  and 
shall,  at  least  fifteen  days  before  the  date  of  the 
said  meeting,  post  at  six  conspicuous  places  within 
each  zone  and  publish  in  a  newspaper  circulating 
in  the  said  zone  a  notice  signed  by  him  giving  the 
date,  time,  and  place  of  holding  the  said  meeting.

At  least  fifteen  days’  notice  of  every  general 
meeting  in  any  zone  shall  be  given  by  the  Trustees 
by  a  notice  posted  in  six  conspicuous  places  in  the 
zone  and  published  in  a  newspaper  circulating  in 
the  said  zone. 

The  Secretary  of  each  zone  shall  enter  in  a  book 
provided  by  the  Trustees  for  this  purpose  minutes 
of  all  matters  brought  before  the  meeting  and  the 
action  taken  thereon.  At  any  general  meeting  in  a 
zone  every  person  shall  be  qualified  to  vote  who  is 
a  Canadian  citizen  and  is  twenty-one  years  of  age 
or  older  and  is  the  owner  of  land  situate  in  the 
said  zone,  or  the  authorized  agent  of  any  board  or 
corporation  that  is  an  owner  of  such  land,  or  legal 
representative  of  any  owner  of  such  land  who  has 
died,  become  insolvent  or  insane,  and  is  qualified 
to  be  registered  as  a  voter  under  the  “  Provincial 
Elections  Act.”  Every  person  qualified  as  afore¬ 
said  to  vote  shall  be  qualified  to  be  a  candidate  for 
Trustee  of  the  improvement  district.  In  the  event 
of  the  right  of  any  person  to  vote  at  any  general 
meeting  being  challenged,  the  chairman  shall  have 
authority  to  determine  whether  or  not  such  person 
is  entitled  to  vote,  and  the  chairman  may  require 
such  person  to  make  and  file  with  him  a  statutory 
declaration  showing  that  the  declarant  is  qualified 
as  aforesaid  to  vote  at  such  general  meeting.

(c)  At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Trustees  in  each 
year,  appoint  one  of  their  number  to  be 
Chairman  until  his  term  of  office  as  a 
Trustee  expires,  and  should  the  Chairman 
be  absent  from  any  meeting,  the  Trustees 
present  shall  appoint  a  temporary  Chairman 
to  preside  at  that  meeting: 

( d )  Cause  to  be  kept  books  containing  particular 
and  accurate  records  of  all  receipts  and  ex¬ 
penditures  of  the  funds  of  the  said  improve¬ 
ment  district. 

12.  Section  64  (2)  of  the  “Water  Act”  shall 
not  apply  to  the  Lillooet  Hospital  Improvement 
District  No.  1 1. 

13.  All  words  and  phrases  given  special  meaning 
in  section  2  of  the  “  Water  Act  ”  shall,  where  used 
herein,  be  ascribed  the  meaning  given  them  in  the 
said  section  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires.

3.  That  each  such  signalling  unit  shall  flash  no 
slower  than  60  nor  faster  than  120  times  a  minute, 
under  average  operating  conditions,  the  on-period 
of  the  flashes  being  long  enough  to  permit  the  lamp 
filaments  to  come  up  to  full  brightness.
